DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Bejections - 35 USC§ 112 

1. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 TJ.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and nsing it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 21-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because the specification, 
while being enabling for a cord made from the inventive polyester yarn having the particular 
breaking tenacity, elongation at breali, and breaking toughness, does not reasonably provide 
enablement for the claimed "cord comprising polyester filaments" having the claimed breaking 
tenacity, dimensional stability, and quality factor. The specification does not enable any person 
skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make the 
invention commensurate in scope with these claims. The only originally disclosed way to obtain 
the claimed cord properties is by making the cord from the inventive polyester yarn, and it does 
not appear that one of ordinary skill in the art would know any other way to make the claimed 
cord.
